VICTORY! 

The  friends  of  temperance  hare  achieved 
s  great  victory  for  their  cause  in  Iowa.  By 
an  overwhelming  majority  an  amendment  to 
the  Bute  constitution  has  been  passed  for¬ 
bidding  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors  as  a  beverage,  including  wine, 
ale  and  beer.  The  majorities  In  favor  of 
this  were  from  the  country  tdwns;  those 
against  it  were  from  the  cities.  Party  lines 
were  broken  down  In  gaining  the  triumph. 
It  is  not  a  question  of  mere  partisan  politics; 
although,  indeed,  entering  into  political 


Why  should  not  alcoholic  stimulants,  like 
■other  poisons,  be  restricted  to  the  list  of 
medicine?  The  revenue  derived  by  the 
Government  from  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  alcoholic  liquors  is  more  than  counterbal¬ 
anced  by  the  coot  of  pauperism  and  crime 
which  have  their  source  in  intemperance;  to 
say  nothing  of  the  untold  misery  inflicted  by 
the  evil  upon  the  individual,  the  home  and 
society.  We  are  not  to  lose  sight  of  the 
iT& of U*T^-*iF /rue"  n Yy  'la'll  !s 
dominion  of  law,  which  will  not  allow  one 
man  to  profit  to  the  injury  of  another  and 
of  the  state  at  large. 

Other  States  are  being  incitgd  by  the  vic¬ 
tory  in  Iowa  to  an  attempt  to  secure  like 
legislation.  Will  the  impulse  reach  the 
goodly  State  of  New  Jersey? 


TUS  STRIKES. 

The  strikes  continue  with  but  little  abate 
'meot.  A  seeming  necessity  has  impelled 
the  workmen  to  resort  to  some  means  for  in- 
•creased  pay.  In  some  instances  the  price  of 
manufactured  wares  has  not  advanced  suffl 
-cientlv  to  justify  a  demand  for  higher  wages. 
In  the  case  of  the  railroads  a  request  for  this 
should  have  sufficed.  The  small  amount  of 
three  cents  additional  An  hour  asked  by  the 
laboring-man  ought  to  have  been  granted  at 
once,  especially  in  view  of  the  increased 
rates  for  freightage  to  be  enforced  this 
month. 

The  great  advance  in  the  price  of  meats 
and  potatoes  has  borne  heavily  upon  men  of 
limited  means  When  luxuries  become 
more  expensive  the  hardship  is  scarcely  felt 
by  the  many;*  but  when  the  necessaries 
of  life  are  to  be  had  only  at  a  high  fig  a  re  it 
affects  keenly  the  laboring  man  It  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  make  him  understand  why  beef 
should  be  ao  dear  and  why  potatoes  should 
sell  at  ten  dollars  s  barrel,  as  was  recently 
the  eaee.  There  has  been  a  real  scarcity  of 
these  two  articles  and  this  condition  of  things 
has  not  been  owing  te  a  “qprner"  in  the  mar¬ 
ket.  The  qaestion  et  the  relations  of  labor 
and  capital  will  keep  urging  itself  upon  pub¬ 
lic  attention  until  some  understanding  <•*" 
be  reached  of  increased  or  decreased  pay  aa 
the  state  of  the  market  may  vary, — oq  un- 
denfiaading  which  will  commend  itself  ss 
just  to  the  workingman.

The 
lesson  of  noble  character,  connected  with 
the  lives  recently  lost  In  the  Arctic  Circle, 
will  tench  world-wide.  America  can  justly 
be  proud  of  the  men  she  is  rearing  and  gives 
In  the  cause  of  science,  as  of  patriotism. 
Let  the  patriotic  purpose  be  carried  out  of 
bringing,  io  due  time,  the  bodies  now  lying 
frozen  in  denth  where  they  fell  to  kindred  and 
their  native  land,  hare  to  rest  In  an  honored 
shrine.

The  7 Vibua* 
is  doing  a  noble  work  in  securing  a  visit  to 
Lake  Champlain  for  hundreds  of  the  poor 
children  of  New  York.  Not  only  immedi¬ 
ate  good  is  done  to  health  by  this  means,  but 
in  some  cases  desirable  and  permanent 
homes  and  employment  are  opened  to  those 
who  are  crowded  In  our  great  cities. 


TEE  CRISIS  AT  HASD. 

Preparations  are  progressing  on  both  aides 
for  s  struggle  which  seems  near  at  hand  in 
the  East.  England  is  leading  in  the  arms, 
ment  and  the  Egyptian  forces  are  being  re¬ 
cruited  and  works  made  ready  and  manned. 

The  recent  mark  of  honor  bestowed  Vy  the

would  seem,  can  be  honorably  accepted  by 
England  and  France  short  of  the  removal  of 
the  war  minister  of  the  Khedive,  and  as  this 
is  not  likely  to  occur,  we  msy  soon  look  for 
the  work  of  hostilities  to  begin.  The  rioters 
at  whose  hands  over  two  hundred  and  fifty 
Europeans  fell,  will,  probably,  not  be  pan 
ished.  Only  a  semblance  of  resentment  for 
their  crime  Is  being  Bhown  by  the  authorities 
at  Alexandria. 

While  the  indebtedness  of  Egypt  to  Eng¬ 
land  and  France  is  to  persocs  rather  than  to 
the  governments,  yet  the  arrangement  in¬ 
sisted  upon  in  the  administration  of  Egyptian 
finances  has  already  made  these  nations  par¬ 
ties  in  the  business.  They  may  be  said  to 
have  become  bondsmen  as  to  mortgages  held 
by  their  citizens  upon  Egypt;  and  they  will 
justify  themselves  by  the  turbulence  of  the 
Egyptians  in  foreclosing  the  obligation  at  the 
mouth  of  the  rifle  and  cannon.  The  Sues 
Canal,  also,  calls  for  protection.  The  part 
this  has  in  the  question  offers  its  instruction 
to  Americans  in  connection  with  the  Panama 
Canal. 

What  the  other  European  powers  will  do 
in  the  event  of  England's  taking  the  initia¬ 
tive  in  war  with  Egypt  remains  to  be  seen. 

The  conference  at  Constantinople  will  scarce¬ 
ly  settle  this  question.  If  England,  or  Eng¬ 
land  and  Fraace  combined,  were  left  to  deal 
with  the  trouble  no  reasonable  donbt  could 
be  entertained  of  the  isane.  The  susarainty 
of  Turkey  would  come  to  an  end,  aad  Egypt 
possibly  be  partitioned  between  Western 
powers,  or  henceforth  be  governed  at  their 
will,  irrespective  of  the  Sultan — a  result  to 
be  desired.

Atxinsos’s  Pnocxoe  von-  Zinc  8hxathe 
Ison  Vatexua.— The  process  consists  in  fit¬ 
ting  thin  sine  sheets,  of  about  the  oixe  of 
ordinary  shell  plates,  over  the  bare  shell, 
tha  attachment  being  by  solder  applied  find 
to  spouts  prepared  by  an  electro-dynamo 
machine  on  tha  shell  of  the  vessel,  and  then 
over  the  same  spots  when  the  sheathing  has 
been  fitted.  Holes  are  perforated  in  the 
sheathing  a  Mule  leas  than  the  diameter  of, 
but  made  to  correspond  with,  the  prepared 
spots  on  the  shell,  which  are  spaced  every 
way  about  eight  or  nine  inches  apart— and 
tha  application  of  solder  after  the  sheathing 
has  been  fitted  results  in  the  fusion  of  the 
ooter  and  inner  layers  of  solder,  and,  con- 
feqnently,  the  sino  sheathing  between. 
Tbe  landing  edges  ami  laps  of  the  several 
strokes  of  sine  plates  are  soldered  through¬ 
out,  the  whole  presenting  a  surface 
smoother  than  the  most  carefully  sheathed 
wooden  ship,  and  not  mueh  behind  iron 
vessels  with  their  finishing  oo*t  of  anti-foal¬ 
ing  paint.  The  strong  golvanio  action  inci¬ 
dent  to  the  conjunction  of  iron  and  ztno  is 
matter  of  con:  in  on  knowledge,  and  although 
tha  utilization  of  this  knowledge  for  the 
parpens  of  ship  costing  is  not  wholly  new, 
the  manner  in  which  it  is  done  by  Mr.  At¬ 
kinson's  process  removes  almost  entirely 
the  objections  to  iU  adoption  from  an  eco¬ 
nomic  as  well  as  a  shipbuilder’s  practical 
point  of  view.  Tbe  waste  of  the  xino, 
while  not  inconveniently  rapid,  ia  constant 
and  effective  as  throwing  off  all  species  of 
fouling.  One  of  the  vessels  already  fitted 
with  sine  baa  baeu  docked  at  intervals,  and 
the  state  of  the  aheathed  portion  of  the  bot¬ 
tom  has  been  found  invariably  to  be  clean 
and  in  every  respect  satisfactory  ;  while  it 
has  been  observed  that  a  streak  of  the  bare 
shell  above  the  sheathing,  which  bad  been 
submerged,  la  always  thickly  incrosted  with 
barnacles  and  other  species  of  fouling. 
The  result  of  the  application  of  the  process 
in  the  present  instance  will  be  regarded 
with  interest

the  ridiculous  inflated  gas-bag,  which  ia 
enormous  in  size,  difficult  and  eostly  to  fill 
in  war,  aim  floats — a  gigantic  derelict — k{ 
the  rnerqjr  of  every  current  of  air,  a  hug* 
mark  for  tha  first  gunner  who  can  hit  and 
bring  it  te  the  ground.  Baumgarten,  in 
Germany,  and  Baranovski,  in  Russia,  adopt 
the  principle  of  the  inclined  plane  pressed 
against  the  air,  and  thus  capable  of  making 
ie  attempt  at  least  to  regulate  ita  own 
course.  Ia  the  kite  the  force  that  presses 
the  inclined  plane  is  the  hand  of  the  boy 
acting  through  the  string.  In  the  sail  of 
the  boat  the  resistance  of  the  water  to  side¬ 
long  motion  keeps  ths  sail  pressed  against 
the  wind.  In  flying  machines  the  pressure 
is  given  by  an  engine  carried  by  tbe  ma¬ 
chine  and  acting  by  means  of  fans  of  one 
sort  or  the  other.  The  difficulty  at  present 
is  the  weight  of  engine  and  fuel ;  but  with 
the  development  of  electrical  practical 
knowledge  we  may  fairly  expect  to  see  ac¬ 
cumulators  wBL  ■  *‘11  mnoh  the  ms»imnm 

of  power  with  the  miniuum  of  weight. 
Then  the  problem  of  flying  in  still  air  will 
be  solved.  Whether  we  shall  ever  be  able 
to  ride  the  storm  is  another  matter. — Pall 
Hall  QauUt. 

IinnosATioN  AND  W AO «a.  —  Discussing  the 
enormous  ability  of  this  country  in  provid¬ 
ing  occupation  for  larger  and  larger  bodies 
of  laborers  without  risk  of  a  surfeit  in  the 
labor  market,  the  Boston  Commercial  Bul¬ 
letin  points  ont  that  while  the  population 
of  the  United  States  has  increased  nearly 
25,000,000  since  1860,  about  6,000,000  of 
the  number  being  immigrants,  the  diversity 
of  our  industries  has  absorbed  the  increase 
with  save,  and  has  not  been  satisfied.  Ibis 
is  evident  from  the  fact  that  while  the  cost 
of  the  necessaries  of  life,  both  food  and 
clothing,  is  no  higher,  and  in  most  cases,  is 
lower  now  Jfban'^jQien  (excepting,  of  course, 
certain  brief  abnormal  periods),  wages  in 
both  agricultural  and  manufacturing  pur¬ 
suits  are  every  where  higher,  and  a  good 
deal  higher.  The  wages  of  woolen  mill 
operatives  avenge  40  per  oenL  higher  in 
1882  than  ia  I860;  those  of  cotton  mill 
operatives  about  35  per  cent,  higher;  of 
mechanics  in  wood  and  iron  about  25  per 
cent,  higher.  Farmers  in  the  West  are  get¬ 
ting  more  for  their  produce  than  they  did 
in  1860,  although  the  consumer  pays  leas 
now  than  then ;  this  is  due  to  improvements 
in  and  decrease  in  ths  oost  of  transportation. 
Wages  paid  by  farmers  are  about  30  pOj. 
cent,  higher  now  than  then.
